Cars Are Sunk Into Concrete Pit In 
Gf¥den : 

To sink a car undefgrourid and 
make it reappear, when Wanted, by 
pressing a button, is the latest .con- 
trihution to the garaging problem. 
Many even of the post-war holises in 
London, have not ~ sufficient side- 
space to'erect a garagé, and “build- 
ing-line’”’ regulations prevent struc- 
tures being put up in the front gar- 
den. - The new invention overcomes 
these difficulties. A concrete pit is 
sunk in the desired position, and ma- 
chinery is installed for raising or 
lowering a platform Carrying the 
motor 2 api A canopy is fitted to the 
platform, so that when it is sunk to 
the level of the ground it forms a 
weather-proof shelter for the garage.
